L'nity of invention exists only w hen there is a technical relationship among 
the claimed in\'entions in\ oh ing one or more of the same or 
corresponding special technical features. The expression "special 
technical features" is defined in Rule 13.2 as meaning those technical 
features that defme a contribution w hich each of the inx entions, 
considered as a w hole, makes over the prior art. . . The method for 
determining unity of in\ ention under Rule 13 shall be construed as 

permitting in addition to an independent claim for a given product, and 

an independent claim for a process specially adapted for the manufacture 
of the product . . . Thus, a process shall be considered to be speciall\ 
adapted for the manufacture of a product if the claimed process inherenil> 
results in the claimed product w ith the technical relationship being present 
betw een the claimed product and claimed process. The words "specialh 
adapted" are not intended to impK' that the product could not also he 
manufactured bv a different process . (Emphasis added)

Applicant submits that there is a special technical relationship present betw een the 
product of claims 1-7 and 14-20 and the process of claims S-13 and 21-26. and that the 
method of claims 8-13 are specialh' adapted for the manufacture of the product of clamis 1-7 
and 14. 

In particular, claim 1 recites a piezoelectric resonator comprising leads being pro\ ided 
w ith a Hat leading end portion w hich opens in a substantial])' L'-shaped opening tow ard a 
leading end, connected substantialK' in parallel w ith an electrode, the electrode opposing one 
surface of the piezoelectric resonator element, and a connecting layer being formed w ith a 
conducti\ e resin betw een the leading end portion of the electrode, the piezoelectric resonator 
element bemg supported by the leads so that a gap is fomied betw een the supporting member 
and the piezoelectric resonator element. Claims 8 and 21 recite a method for manufacturing a 
piezoelectric resonator comprising pro\ iding a gap between the supporting member and the 
piezoelectric resonator element, and forming a connecting layer of a conducti\ e resin betw een 
the electrode and Hat leading end portions of the leads, connected substantialK' m parallel 
w ith the electrode, opening in substantially a L' shape tow ard a leading end thereof, the 
electrode opposing one surface of the piezoelectric resonator element. 

Accordingly, Applicant submits that the restriction requirement of claims 1-7 and 14- 
20 and claims 8-13 and 21-26 is improper. Applicant requests substanti\ e consideration of all 
ofclaims 1-14.
